The inventions are distinct, each from the other because of the following reasons: 
Inventions II and I are related as process of making and product made. The 

inventions are distinct if either or both of the following can be shown: (1 ) that the 
process as claimed can be used to make other and materially different product or (2) 
that the product as claimed can be made by another and materially different process 
(M.P.E.P. § 806.05(f)). In the instant case unpatentability of the group I invention would 
not necessarily imply unpatentability of the group II invention, since the device of the 
group I invention could be made by processes materially different than those of the 
group II invention. For example, growing the electro-magnetic material on the sensor 
surface instead of depositing the electro-magnetic material as required by claim 12. 

Inventions I and III are related as product and process of use. The inventions 
can be shown to be distinct if either or both of the following can be shown: (1 ) the 
process for using the product as claimed can be practiced with another materially 
different product or (2) the product as claimed can be used in a materially different 
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process of using that product. See MPEP § 806.05(h). In the instant case the product 
as claimed can be used in a materially different process, such as growing the electro- 
magnetic material on the sensor surface instead of depositing the electro-magnetic 
material as required by claim 1. 

Inventions IV and I are related as product and process of use. The inventions 
can be shown to be distinct if either or both of the following can be shown: (1 ) the 
process for using the product as claimed can be practiced with another materially 
different product or (2) the product as claimed can be used in a materially different 
process of using that product. See MPEP § 806.05(h). In the instant case case the 
product as claimed can be used in a materially different process, such as the printing 
fluid can be used on paper instead of sensor surface. 

Restriction for examination purposes as indicated is proper because all these 
inventions listed in this action are independent or distinct for the reasons given above 
and there would be a serious search and examination burden if restriction were not 
required because one or more of the following reasons apply: 

(a) the inventions have acquired a separate status in the art in view of their 

different classification; 

(b) the inventions have acquired a separate status in the art due to their 

recognized divergent subject matter; 

(c) the inventions require a different field of search (for example, searching 

different classes/subclasses or electronic resources, or employing different 
search queries);
